Democratic Convention and ran for 
a state office once before, for Lieut- 
enant Governor in 1974.

‘Another Look At Black Self-Help 


I'm sure it's safe to say that there are not 
many poor Blacks who are looking forward to 
Reaganomics or its effects. But short of deny- 
ing reality, strict budget cuts will hit the 
nation’s poor the hardest--most of whom are 
Black--and the upcoming economic setbacks 
will have to be dealt with by those affected. 

Solutions to the economic problems of 

. Afro-Americans: should come from a 
sophy that is, first, sensitive to the needs of the 
Black community. , 

Mr. Robert Clemons is senior economist for 
an organization called Economic Solutions. 
He is now in the process of publishing a book- 
let entitled, “Black Reaganomics,” a well- 
written report which has, as a bottom line 
remedy to Black economic survival, self-help. 

In his booklet, Mr. Clemons points out that 
the effects of President Reagan's policy on 
Blacks will, perhaps, be greater than they 

should be. ahd that the administration has 


made it clear that Blacks.can no longer look at — 


their problems as separate from the rest of the 
nation. - ; 

In identifying these problems, he réfers to 
comments the President made about the 
Black community's inability to turn over the 
dollar five or six times before it goes into the 
general economy. This statement, Clemons 
Says, points a finger at everyone from the 


. 


White suppliers to the Black consumers. 

. However, he feels that part of the problem 
stems from an attitude among Blacks. “'! 
believe that Black consumers actually 
demand a touch of Whiteness and White affiu- 
ence in their households. What Black people 
need is demand management to make sure 
Black suppliérs survive. Then, supply man- 
agement provided by the administratioty will: 
help Black Americans approach equilibrium. 

Clemons’ report goes on to stress the need 
for a balanced bi-partisanship, politically and 
philosophically, among Blacks. In other 
words, his ideal would see Blacks as 50 per- 
cent Democrat and 50 percent Republican, 
and in each party, 50 percent Liberal and 50 
percent Conservative. This, he says, will 
“bring the goodies home”--more money--and 
allow an accurate evaluation from the 
community. 

One of the most damaging factors to Black 
economic development, as Clemons sees it, 
are “licensure laws" or laws set up that 
demand an educational or training require- 
ment before entrepreneurs can go into the 
industry. “They do this so that there is a 
decreased supply which automatically raises 
prices. Excessive prices increase profits. 
Economists believe that the consumers 
should determine who stays or goes out of

sary tool to desegregate school systems in 
violation of constitutional abuses. 

Even though busing has often taken place in 
negative circumstances, administered by the 
same officials whose violations of mandates 


_ against segregation led to court-ordered bus- 


ing in the first place, it has worked. 

Although relatively few children are bused 
for desegregation reasons in America, it has 
helped reduce segregation. It has helped 
improve minority educational opportunities 
while not affecting test results by majority 
children, as countless research studies have 
shown. 

And polls indicate that most parents whose 
children are bused are happy with the situa- 
tion -- over 80 percent in one recent national 
study.

Inmate Is Stabbed To Death 
After Writing His Mother — 
Of Impending Prison Tragedy

“Mom, have you been 
watching the news lately? 
They have been having 
raciat riots down here; they 
found two dead inmates 
the other day stabbed to 
death, and they don't know 
if a black or white inmate 
killed them. This is a KKK 


* county; they call them- 


selves the “Masons.” 

Victor A. Sykes, 22, 
inmate at the Southern 
Ohio Correctional Facility 
in Lucasville, pathetically 
told his mother in a letter 
last November. 

Last Sunday, at 7 p.m., 
Sykes was stabbed to 
death reportedly by a white 
inmate in a fight in the 
prison. 

Informed sources at the 
prison say Sykes and a 
suspect, Raymond Walter, 
34, apparently became 
involved in a fight during 
which Sykes was stabbed 
in the chest with a home- 
made knife, made out of a 
flat piece of metal 

Sykes was rushed to a 
local hospital where he was 
Pronounced dead minutes 
later. 

Sykes, formerly of 1982 
Somerset Court E., was 
Berving a 6 to 25 year sent- 
ence for aggravated

He was one of 
three robbers convicted of

Sykes had a knife wound to 
the upper right half of his 
chest, and his body was

APPEALS COURT ORDERS 
UNION TO PAY SCALES 


The Franklin County 
Court of Appeals has ruled 
that former local union 423 
boss, John E. Scales, is 
entitled to reimbursement 
from the union for legal 
fees. 

Scales was convicted in 
Federal District Court on 
charges of mail fraud, theft 
of union money, conspi- 
racy and making a false 
declaration. He was 
indicted along with Paul 
Miller and Fred Boffman Jr. 

Miller and Boffman were 
acquitted and their legal 
expenses totaling $20,000 
were paid by the union. 

Scales’ claim for pay- 
ment for legal fees was 
denied by Union Trustees 
on grounds that payment 
to Scales under the cir- 
cumstances would violate 
the. provisions of the plan. 

An arbitrator later ruled 
in Scales’ favor and the 
Union took the case to 
Franklin County Common 
Pieas Court. Common 
Pleas Court upheld the 
arbitrators decision based 


on the evidence presentéd - 


without holding a hearing.
